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Puma  gripe  session  held 

- Apathy  keeps  many  away -

Students  have  the  power 
to  make  changes  at  Saint 
Joseph's  College,  says  Stu¬ 
dent  Association  President 
Ken  Benich.  But  a  sparsely 
attended  forum  to  air  their 
complaints  and  concerns 
raised  speculation  of  student 
apathy  and  unawareness. 

The  students-only  meet¬ 
ing  was  convened  following 
the  regular  Student  Senate 
meeting  on  Feb.  15  for  stu¬ 
dents  to  air  their  criticisms 
and  compliments  of  life  on 
campus.  Only  20  students,  in 
addition  to  the  full  senate, 
took  advantage  of  the  meet¬ 
ing. 

Benich,  a  firm  believer  in 
the  ability  of  student  govern¬ 
ment  to  give  redress  to  stu¬ 
dent  concerns,  attributes  the 
poor  turnout  to  a  lack  of  con¬ 
cern  by  the  student  body. 

“I'm  very,  very  upset,  and 
it  goes  back  to  apathy.  Only 
20  students  came,"  Benich 
said  following  the  evening 
meeting. 

Senate  President  Virginia 
Johnson  cites  the  low  turnout 


as  a  lack  of  awareness  by  stu¬ 
dents  that  campus  government 
can  make  a  difference.  ‘People 
don't  realize  the  power  they  have , " 
Johnson  said. 

She  suggested  that  those  stu¬ 
dents  who  were  not  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  this  meeting  should 
use  future  Senate  meetings  to 
air  their  complaints.  “Ifyouhave 
something  to  say,  come  on  down," 
she  said. 

Despite  low  numbers  of  con¬ 
cerned  students  in  the  gallery, 
many  complaints  were  aired  by 
those  in  attendance. 

Among  the  issues  addressed 
was  financial  aid  policies.  Stu¬ 
dents  called  for  a  reform  of  insti¬ 
tutional  policies  concerning  the 
lack  of  available  work  study 
hours,  the  disbursement  of  fed¬ 
eral  student  loan  money  directly 
to  the  students,  and  campus  Job 
creation. 

Students  were  quite  vocal 
about  dorm  and  campus  condi¬ 
tions  in  general.  They  cited  trash 
in  the  Grotto,  shoddy  land¬ 
scaping  around  Halas  and  Gal¬ 
lagher  halls,  lack  of  handicap 
accessibility  to  the  Science  Build¬ 
ing  and  antiquated  dorm  interi¬ 


ors  with  little  or  no  lounge  furni¬ 
ture. 

Some  suggested  that  student 
Jobs  be  created  to  help  Improve 
some  of  these  conditions. 

Criticism  was  levied  at  the 
campus  security  system.  Prob¬ 
lems  cited  were  the  lack  of  a 
student  escort  service  for  female 
students  walking  on  campus  at 
night,  and  lack  of  adequate  Job 
descriptions  and  training  for  stu¬ 
dent  security. 

Senior  Aubrey  McCoy  called 
for  stepped-up  recruitment  of 
non-athletlc  minority  students. 
Others  voiced  concerns  of  re¬ 
laxed  academic  standards  in  the 
classroom,  expressing  fear  of  a 
decline  in  the  value  of  a  Saint 
Joseph's  College  diploma. 

According  to  Senior  Deanne 
Kueper,  "Our  diplomas  are  being 
devalued  because  the  admini¬ 
stration  keeps  people  on  cam¬ 
pus  who  don't  belong  here." 

Students  shared  a  concern 
that  the  offices  of  Career  Plan¬ 
ning  and  Placement  and  Coun¬ 
seling  Services  are  understaffed. 

They  called  for  more  re¬ 
sources  to  be  allocated  to  them. 
Several  students  expressed  a  de¬ 


sire  for  a  restructuring  of  the 
Student  AfTalrs  office. 

The  Senate  itself  did  not  es¬ 
cape  criticism.  Suggestions  were 
made  to  make  the  meetings  more 
approachable  by  the  student 
body.  One  idea  discussed  was 
moving  the  Senate  meetings  to  a 
more  conspicuous  location,  such 
as  the  I.M.  field  if  weather  per¬ 
mitted. 

Students  addressed  many 
obscure  issues,  as  well.  Such  is¬ 
sues  were  the  reinstatement  of 
dorm  dues  and  a  criticism  of  as¬ 
signed  lecture  seating. 

Following  the  meeting, 
Benich  expressed  guarded  opti¬ 
mism  in  light  of  the  low  atten¬ 
dance.  According  to  him.  the 
meeting  went  well  for  the  con¬ 
cerns  that  were  raised. 

They  were  good  concerns 
and  most  of  them  were  feasibly 
correctible,"  he  said. 

The  student  legislators  com¬ 
piled  a  list  of  the  concerns  and 
distributed  it  to  the  campus  de¬ 
partments  responsible  for  mak¬ 
ing  such  reforms. 

Plans  are  being  made  to 
schedule  a  follow-up  meeting  to 
examine  any  changes  that  have 
or  have  not  been  undertaken  on 
behalf  of  the  student  concerns.

Everyone  Is  sick  and  tired  of 
hearing  about  sexual  harass¬ 
ment  in  the  media.  Most  see  it 
as  a  problem  that  has  been  blown 
way  out  of  proportion.

I  first  began  to  ponder  this 
issue  when  I  noticed  a  hypo¬ 
critical  and  absurd  letter  posted 
in  Gallager  Hall  from  the  "rul¬ 
ing  class"  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College.  It  boldly  stated  that 
women  are  the  equals  of  men 
and  that  Catholic  doctrine  sup¬ 
ports  this  stance:  "Discrimina¬ 
tion  against  women  is  incom¬ 
patible  with  human  dignity  and 
the  welfare  of  the  community."

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Berger's  bible  dispute  with  school  resolved,  for  now

The  debate  over  Bible  distri¬ 
bution  in  public  schools  is  not 
over  yet.  The  case  between  Dr. 
Allen  Berger  and  the  Rensselaer 
School  Board  has  recently  been 
ruled  upon  in  a  Federal  Court  of 
Appeals.  The  ruling  was  that  Bible 
distribution  was  unconstitu¬ 
tional.  The  Rensselaer  School 
Board  appealed  the  decision, 
but  the  appeal  was  not  granted 
and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Supreme  Court. 

This  case  started  in  the  fall  of 
1 989  when  Dr.  Allen  Berger  wrote 
a  letterof  complaint  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  and  members  of  the 
Rensselaer  School  Board  con¬ 
cerning  the  distribution  of  Gid¬ 
eon  Bibles  in  the  Rensselaer 
public  schools.  This  letter  stated 
that  this  was  improper  and  it 
should  be  stopped.  Neither  the 
school  board  nor  the  superinten¬ 
dent  responded  to  Dr.  Berger's 
letter,  but  rather  they  took  the 
case  to  the  Rensselaer  Republi¬ 
can  and  it  now  became  a  public 
issue  in  the  community. 

The  School  Board  held  a 
public  meeting  in  December  of 
1989  concerning  the  letter  of 
complaint.  There  was  no  public 
discussion  and  the  School  Board 
simply  announced  that  they 
would  not  stop  the  distribution  of 
Gideon  Bibles.  Dr.  Berger  then 
decided  that  since  he  had  not 
had  a  response  from  the  Super¬ 
intendent  nor  the  School  Board 
and  also  because  of  the  school's 
decision,  he  sought  legal  advice 
concerning  the  matter. 

Dr.  Berger's  opinion  is  that  it 
was  a  dangerous  practice  for 


public  schools  to  be  choosing 
which  religions  were  appropri¬ 
ate  and  correct  and  which  ones 
were  not.  He  didn't  feel  that  a 
public  school  system  should 
be  imposing  one  faith  on  youths 
in  school. 

Dr.  Berger  also  went  on  to 
state  that  he  and  his  wife  be¬ 
lieve  that  religion  is  a  family 
matter  and  not  one  of  the  state. 
When  government  starts  in¬ 
terfering  with  this,  the  right  to 
freedom  of  religion  is  not  se¬ 
cure.  He  feefs  that  the  right  of 
freedom  of  religion  depends 
upon  the  government  remain¬ 
ing  neutral  and  separate. 

The  School  Board  felt  that 
this  was  a  case  of  freedom  of 
speech.  They  felt  that  if  other 
groups  were  allowed  to  distrib¬ 
ute  their  literature,  than  it 
would  be  illegal  to  discrimi¬ 
nate  against  religious  organi¬ 
zations.  They  feel  that  in  this 
way  they  are  creating  an  open 
forum  for  the  community. 

Both  sides  of  the  case  had 
strong  organizations  backing 
them.  Dr.  Berger  had  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  the  Indiana  Civil 
Liberties  Union  (ICLU)  and  also 
the  backing  of  the  Indiana  State 
Teachers  Association  and  the 
National  Council  of  Churches. 
Dr.  Berger  feels  that  these  or¬ 
ganizations  are  a  big  help  to 
his  side  of  the  case.  He  feels 
that  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  helps  to  eliminate 
the  misinterpretation  that  this 
case  was  an  antireligious  one. 
Many  people  have  taken  it  this 
way,  yet  Berger  states  that 
there  are  many  religious  people 


who  have  supported  his  side  and 
believe  in  his  case.  He  also  found 
that  having  an  association  such 
as  the  ISTA  was  helpful  because 
it  was  a  profession  organization 
and  the  support  of  teachers  from 
around  the  state  was  also  help¬ 
ful. 

Organizations  that  supported

the  School  Board  were  the  Na¬ 
tional  Legal  Foundation  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  Beach,  Virginia,  and  also 
the  American  Center  for  Law  and 
Justice  (ACLJ).  The  ACLJ  pro¬ 
vided  the  lawyer  for  the  School 
Board. 

This  case  was  first  brought  to 
trial  in  a  Federal  District  Court

This  summer  Saint  Joe  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  attending  an  inter¬ 
national  conference  entitled 
“Media  Work  Shops. f  This  event 
will  be  held  in  Los  Angeles.  Cali¬ 
fornia  from  mid-July  until  late 
August.  It  will  offer  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  all  the  participants  to  look 
behind  the  scenes  at  how  Holly¬ 
wood  creates  blockbuster  mov¬ 
ies  and  television  programs. 

The  conference  will  last  a 
week  and  will  cost  around  $695. 
This  price  includes  room  and 
board  for  seven  days. 

The  students  will  attend  daily 
seminars  by  Hollywood's  leading 
directors,  actors,  producers,  and 
writers;  as  well  as  audio  and  net¬ 
work  executives  and  journalists. 

Media  Workshops  is  a  non¬ 
profit  organization  which  has 
been  sponsoring  this  seminar  for 
about  eight  years.  Saint  Joe  stu¬ 
dents  have  been  attending  this 
event  for  the  last  seven  years.  It 
is  annually  held  at  the  University 
of  California-  Los  Angeles  (UCLA) . 
It  is  only  a  week  long  project  but 


in  Lafayette.  Judge  Allen  Sharp 
ruled  for  the  school  corpora¬ 
tion.  Berger  said  that  he  was 
not  surprised  with  the  out¬ 
come  because  of  the  reputa¬ 
tion  Judge  Sharp  had  and  also 
the  establishment  clause  that 
existed. 

Dr.  Berger  then  went  on  to 
file  an  appeal  with  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals.  Oral  argu¬ 
ments  were  scheduled  but 
then  were  postponed  because 
of  a  related  case  of  Lee  vs. 
Weisman.  This  case  involved 
the  saying  of  prayers  at  high 
school  graduations.  Many  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  outcome  of  this 
case  would  rewrite  this  estab¬ 
lishment  clause. 

The  Supreme  Court  ruled 
that  prayer  at  graduation  cere¬ 
monies  were  unconstitutional 
in  the  summer  of  1992.  Then 
oral  arguments  for  Dr.  Berger's 
case  were  then  rescheduled 
for  October  of  1992. 

In  January  of  1993,  the 
decision  was  made  by  a  three 
judge  panel.  They  unani¬ 
mously  decided  to  overturn 
Sharps  decision  and  ruled  that 
the  passing  out  of  Bibles  was 
not  proper  in  schools. 


it  is  offered  several  times 
throughout  the  summer  to 
allow  people  many  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  attend.  The  following 
weeks  that  are  scheduled:  July 
18-24,  July  25-31,  August  8- 
14.  August  15-21  and  August 
22-28. 

The  conference  usually 
hosts  around  six  hundred 
people  over  the  summer.

Many  big  name  companies 
take  part  in  this  event,  such 
as  Columbia  Pictures,  The  Los 
Angeles  Times,  MCA/  Univer¬ 
sal  Pictures.  Paramount  Pic¬ 
tures,  Walt  Disney  Studios, 
and  Warner  Brothers  Pictures.

Regarding  the  argument  of  free 
speech  and  open  forum  that  the 
School  Board  used,  the  judges  of 
the  appellate  court  stated  that  "This 
offbeat  approach  has  the  virtue  of 
novelty,  but  otherwise  suffers  from 
two  failings:  it  distorts  the  facts 
and  misconstrues  the  law.' 

The  School  Board  petitioned 
for  an  in  banc  hearing,  in  which  all 
1 1  judges  would  have  reheard  the 
case,  but  the  petition  was  denied. 
Since  the  court  decided  that  they 
would  not  rehear  this  case,  the 
School  Board's  only  option  is  to 
appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

When  asked  if  he  expected  that 
this  case  would  go  this  far.  Dr. 
Berger  replied  that  he  “never 
dreamed  that  he  would  have  a  law 
suit  against  the  School  Board.  I 
fully  expected  that  this  would  be 
solved  without  a  lawsuit." 

This  complaint  was  not  a  new 
one  to  the  area.  Similar  complaints 
in  Kokomo.  Wanatah.  and  Ander¬ 
son  had  occurred  in  the  past,  and 
the  school  boards  in  the  area  had 
been  advised  by  their  attorneys  to 
stop  the  distribution  of  Bibles. 

Dr.  Berger's  case  is  not  the  first 
to  surface,  but  this  is  the  first  time 
that  this  issue  has  gone  as  far  as 
the  Supreme  Court.

Pumas  to  get  shot  at  top  ranked  IPFW  tonight  — 


Saint  Joseph  s  College

The  Puma  men's  basketball 
team  (18-5,  12-3)  rebounded 
from  a  conference  loss  at  North¬ 
ern  Kentucky  University  with 
victories  over  10th  ranked  Ken¬ 
tucky  Wesleyan  College  and  1 4th 
ranked  Southern  Indiana  Uni¬ 
versity. 

Harry  Perry  hit  two  free- 
throws  in  the  closing  seconds  to 
clinch  a  77-73  victory  over  the 
GLVC  leading  Southern  Indiana 
University  (18-5,  12-3).  The 
Pumas,  who  were  never  behind 
in  the  game,  came  out  gunning, 
opening  the  game  with  three  of 
their  four  first  half  three-point¬ 
ers.  Southern  Indiana  answered 
Saint  Joe's  outside  shooting  by 
pounding  the  ball  Inside.  A  Mark 
Scheldler  dunk  capped  a  12-2 
run  in  the  middle  of  the  first  half 
to  give  Saint  Joe  a  28-15  lead 
with  6:40  remaining  in  the  first 
half.  Mark  Scheidler  led  the 
Pumas  with  1 1  of  his  16  points 
to  a  34-25  half-time  lead. 

Although  the  Pumas  led  by 
as  many  as  twelve  in  the  second 
half,  the  number  one  team  in  the 


conference  fought  their  way 
back  into  the  game.  "When  you 
have  a  player  like  Chris 
Bowles[who  led  all  scorers  with 
181.  a  possible  All-American,  you 
are  always  in  the  game."  guard 
Trent  Smith  said. 

Saint  Joe  converted  on  5  of 
6  free-throws  In  the  final  :50  of 
the  game,  while  Southern  Indi¬ 
ana  made  just  3  of  6  free-throws 
In  the  final  minute. 

“We  didn't  panic,  we  kept 
our  poise  when  Southern  Indi¬ 
ana  made  their  comeback.  We 
also  made  some  key  free-throws 
down  the  stretch.”  forward  Mark 
Scheidler  said. 

The  Pumas  had  a  balanced 
attack  against  Southern  Indi¬ 
ana.  with  four  players  scoring  in 
double  digits.  Mark  Scheidler 
had  1 6  points,  Harry  Perry  scored 
12.  Donnie  Riggins  scored  11 
and  Kevin  Denson  added  10 
points. 

Saint  Joe  came  out  with 
something  to  prove  in  their  home 
game  versus  Kentucky  Wesleyan 
College!  18-4,  9-4).  The  Pumas 
lost  a  game  that  they  believed 


they  should  have  won  earlier 
this  season  at  Kentucky 
Wesleyan.  This  time  Saint  Joe 
won  easily  79-54. 

The  Pumas  got  off  to  a  slug¬ 
gish  start  and  only  had  a  22-20 
lead  with  4:41  remaining  in  the 
first  half.  They  finally  perked  up 
with  a  12-4  run  to  take  a  com¬ 
fortable  34-24  lead  at  half-time. 

The  Pumas  dominated  the 
second  half.  Saint  Joe  outscored 
Kentucky  Wesleyan  12-2  in  the 
first  four  minutes  of  the  second 
half  to  take  a  twenty  point  lead 
and  coasted  to  an  easy  victory. 

"We  blew  two  ten-point  leads 
against  them  (Kentucky 
Wesleyan)  at  their  place.  We 
should  have  beaten  them,  so  we 
came  out  with  something  to 
prove. "guard  Mike  Crowley  said. 

Mark  Scheidler  had  an  out¬ 
standing  game.  He  led  all  scor¬ 
ers  with  21  points,  plus  9  re¬ 
bounds  and  2  blocked  shots. 
Josh  Gilbert  and  Kevin  Denson 
scored  1 1  points  apiece  and  Trent 
Smith  had  10  points. 

The  Pumas  are  only  one 
game  behind  the  conference 
leaders.  University  of  Southern 
Indiana  and  lUPU-Fort  Wayne, 
in  the  loss  column,  and  the 
Pumas  travel  to  IUPU-Fort 
Wayne  Thursday.  After  that, 
they  play  at  Ashland  University, 
and  close  out  the  season  at  home 
versus  Bellarmine  College  and 
Kentucky  State  University.

McCoy  #4  nationally  in  55m  hurdle

The  scene:  the  1992  NCAA 
Division  II  Indoor  National  Track 
and  Field  Championships.  The 
event:  preliminaries  for  the  55 
meter  high  hurdles.  The  run¬ 
ners,  top  competitors  from  across 
the  country,  move  to  the  start¬ 
ing  blocks.  One  of  those  run¬ 
ners  is  Aubrey  McCoy:  "I  was  all 
hyped  up.  ready  to  run.  We  took 
off,  and  we  were  all  running  hard, 
all  going  for  the  glory.  There  was 
a  four-way  tie  for  first.  1  went 
over  my  third  hurdle,  and  all  of 
a  sudden  I'm  flying  like  the 
Rocketeer.  1  landed  on  my  belly 
and  slid  down  the  track  a  few 
feet.  I  found  out  later  that  some 
guy  had  crossed  Into  my  lane." 

McCoy  was  automatically 
qualified  to  run  In  the  final  event, 
and  ended  up  placing  8th  in  the 
nation.  Just  two  short  of  being 
All-American,  despite  the  spill 
he  took  the  day  before  in  the 
prelims.  It  appears  McCoy  wifi 


have  the  opportunity  to  better 
that  mark  this  year;  he  currently 
stands  4th  In  the  nation  in  the 
same  event  and  has  provision¬ 
ally  qualified  for  the  nationals 
again. 

McCoy  came  to  Saint  Joe 
from  Brother  Rice  High  School 
in  Chicago,  where  he  ran  track 
and  played  football.  McCoy  said 
that  there  were  times  in  high 
school  when  his  mother  wouldn't 
allow  him  to  play  sports.  'She's 
done  things  for  my  own  good 
that  I  didn't  understand  at  the 
time."  he  said. 

Despite  those  times  when  she 
wouldn't  let  him  play.  McCoy's 
mother  does  come  to  the  games 
and  meets  to  give  McCoy  sup¬ 
port.  "Mom's  hard  to  explain," 
he  admits.  "She's  like  my  right 
hand  man.  Everybody's  got  to 
have  a  base — she's  like  my  base, 
my  money  in  the  bank." 

McCoy  chose  Saint  Joe  in 
part  because  of  its  location.  "I 


decided  to  go  to  a  place  in  the 
middle  of  nowhere  because  I 
knew  my  tendency  to  get  dis¬ 
tracted  from  school  work.'  he 
said.  Living  in  'the  middle  of 
nowhere"  also  has  its  problems, 
in  terms  of  being  African  Ameri¬ 
can.  "It's  like  we  live  on  an 
island  here,  cut  off  from  our  own 
culture. "  he  said. 

Some  of  those  feelings  have 
been  offset  by  the  friends  he  has 
made  and  by  his  participation  in 
the  Minority  Student  Union,  of 
which  he  is  currently  president. 
He's  pleased  with  the  success 
this  year  of  the  Martin  Luther 
King  Day  celebration.  "The 
woman  from  NBC.  Tracey  Car- 
ruthers.  said  that  she  was  Im¬ 
pressed  with  what  we  did  this 
year,  and  she  should  know, 
because  she  goes  to  things  like 
that  all  the  time."

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Women  explode  against  KWU, 
looking  for  bid  in  NCAA  finals

With  a  two  point,  heart¬ 
breaking  upset,  the  Puma 
women's  basketball  team  was 
defeated  Thursday  night  at  Indi¬ 
anapolis  67-65.  This  was  a  must- 
win  situation  for  the  Pumas  to 
stay  in  contention  for  the  Great 
Lakes  Valley  Conference  title. 
“We  had  really  hoped  to  beat  In¬ 
dianapolis  and  put  ourselves  in 
contention  to  earn  a  conference 
championship.  However,  that 
did  not  happen  and  now  we  are 
concentrating  on  earning  a  bid 
to  the  NCAA  tournament,"  com 
mented  senior  Sheryl  Klemme. 

Without  looking  at  the  final 
score,  it  would  seem  that  the 
Pumas  were  victorious.  Saint 
Joe  led  at  halftime  32-29.  Sen¬ 
ior  Tla  Glass,  the  only  Puma  free 
throw  shooter  for  the  game,  hit 
nine  out  of  eleven  for  82  percent. 
Indianapolis  could  only  make 
12  of  23  for  52  percent.  “I  think 
that  the  biggest  problem  with 
our  team  Is  that  we  will  begin  to 
go  up  3  or  4  points  late  in  the 
second  half,  and  we  do  not  bury 
them.  Instead,  we  play  cat  and 
mouse.  We  need  to  get  on  a  run, 
keep  burying  a  team  and  not  let 
up,”  remarked  Glass 

From  the  field,  the  Grey¬ 
hounds  were  just  26  of  59  for  44 


percent  while  the  Pumas  con¬ 
nected  13  of  21  in  the  second 
half  alone  for  62  percent.  Saint 
Joe  also  led  33-31  in  rebound¬ 
ing.  However,  2 1  turnovers  hurt 
the  Pumas  compared  to  just  15 
from  Indianapolis. 

Saint  Joe's  overall  individ¬ 
ual  statistics  were  outstanding 
as  well.  Glass  led  the  Pumas 
with  31  points  and  7  rebounds. 
Senior  Sloan  Haughey  added  14 
points  and  9  rebounds.  Senior 
Lisa  Baciu  contributed  10  points 
and  3  rebounds  from  the  bench. 
However,  with  3  seconds  left  to 
play  in  the  game,  the  Grey¬ 
hound's  Courtney  Sands  hit  a 
basket  to  clinch  the  victory  for 
Indianapolis. 

“I  think  that  the  loss  to  Indi¬ 
anapolis  is  very  disappointing 
considering  we  led  the  entire 
game.  But  sometimes  games 
are  going  to  be  lost  at  the  last 
second. "  said  Glass. 

"We  are  currently  In  second 
place  in  the  conference.  We 
have  the  fourth  best  record  In 
the  Region.  Right  now  we  are 
trying  to  win  a  bid  In  the  NCAA 
tournament.  Things  will  go  our 
way  if  we  win  20  or  21  games." 

The  Pumas  chalked  up  an 
other  victory  against  Northern 
Kentucky  Saturday.  Sophomore 


Stacie  Shephard  played  a  huge 
role  in  that  victory.  Shephard 
scored  a  career-high  18  points 
and  shot  the  game  winning  16- 
foot  jumper  with  one  second  left. 
Other  contributors  were 
Haughey  with  14  points  and  an 
impressive  14  rebounds.  This 
win  was  very  important;  it  helped 
the  Pumas  maintain  their  rec¬ 
ord  and  kept  them  in  contention 
for  a  spot  in  the  NCAA  tourna¬ 
ment.  Klemme  stated,  "We  need 
to  remain  ready  and  focused  for 
our  remaining  games." 

The  Pumas  exploded  Thurs¬ 
day  against  Kentucky  Weslyan. 
Aggressive  defense  along  with 
turnovers  were  the  key  factors 
for  the  66-44  victory.  Saint  Joe 
used  a  full  court  zone  trap  press 
throughout  the  game  to  keep 
Kentucky's  scoring  low.  At  the 
end  of  the  first  half  the  Lady 
Pumas  were  up  32-15. 

With  crowd  participation  at 
an  almost  record  high,  Saint  Joe 
came  out  ready  to  dominate  the 
second  half.  The  scoring  was 
well  distributed  among  the  Saint 
Joe  players  with  nine  of  the 
women  contributing  points.  The 
leading  scorer  for  the  game  was 
Glass  with  17  points  and  8  re¬ 
bounds.  Other  major  contribu¬ 
tors  were  Klemme  and  Haughey 
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25-Lisa  Baciu  blocks  a  shot  against  Kentucky  Wesleyan. 


with  8  and  6  points  respectively. 

This  past  Saturday,  the 
Pumas  managed  to  bring  home 
another  victory  in  a  nailbiter 
aginst  the  University  of  South¬ 
ern  Indiana.  The  number  of 
fouls  committed  by  USI  In  the 
first  half  played  a  major  role  in 
Saint  Joe's  scoring.  USI  com¬ 
mitted  16  fouls  in  the  first  half 
alone,  one  being  a  technical. 
Three  of  the  fouls  and  the  tech¬ 
nical  were  committed  only  one 
minute  and  ten  seconds  Into  the 
first  half.  USI's  Kathy  Lauck 
was  ejected  from  the  game  due 
to  her  technical  foul. 

The  Pumas'  offense  was  ex¬ 
plosive  at  both  ends  of  the  court. 


Glass  had  an  Incredible  29 
points,  1 7  rebounds  and  1  steal. 
Klemme  had  10  points,  6  re¬ 
bounds  and  3  steals.  5  of 
Klemme’s  1 0  points  were  scored 
within  two  minutes  of  the  first 
half.  Sophomore  Stacie 
Shephard  added  10  points  and  7 
rebounds  and  Haughey  con¬ 
tributed  6  rebounds.  At  the 
half,  the  score  was  SJC  44.  USI 
31. 

The  University  of  Southern 
Indiana  managed  to  come  back 
in  the  second  half,  however,  to 
create  an  “edge  of  your  seat" 
game.

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Hitchcock,  Marx  Brothers  film  festival  reels  of  fun 

SUB  resurrects  film  classics  in  'Fine  Arts  Film  Festival' - -

Those  who  want  something 
new  to  do  on  a  boring  week  night 
or  need  a  break  from  a  rigorous 
study  routine  may  want  to  look 
Into  the  Fine  Arts  Film  Festival, 
being  shown  In  the  Auditorium 
every  Wednesday  night. 

The  festival  began  on  Febru¬ 
ary  10  with  the  Marx  Brothers' 
1934  classic  of  mayhem  and 
political  satire  “Duck  Soup. "The 
Marx  Brothers'  Intellectual,  yet 
lowbrow,  and  nearly  surrealist 
approach  to  comedy  has  aged 
better  In  the  past  59  years  than 
much  recent  comedy  has  In  a 


much  shorter  span  of  time.  The 
political  satire  of  the  film  Is  as 
relevant  today  as  It  was  In  1 934. 
This,  combined  with  the  Marx 
Brothers’  constant  mockery  of 
stiff  upperclass  values  and  jokes 
delivered  at  a  breathless  pace, 
embracing  the  physical  humor 
of  Harpo  as  well  as  the  verbal 
assault  of  Groucho,  with  Chico 
playing  up  to  both,  made  for  a 
positive  reception  for  the  film’s 
audience,  many  of  whom  were 
new  to  the  Marx  Brothers'  dis¬ 
oriented  world. 

Speaking  of  disorientation, 
the  second  film  In  the  series  was 


Alfred  Hitchcock’s  1960  master¬ 
piece  of  mental  terror,  "Psycho." 
Despite  the  relentless  onslaught 
of  mindless  splatter  films  that 
have  followed  In  Its  wake,  "Psy¬ 
cho"  still  terrifies  because  It  deals 
with  the  deepest  recesses  of  the 
human  mind  gone  horribly  awry. 
Shot  on  a  shoestring  budget  In 
stark  black  and  white,  with  a 
musical  score  by  Bernard 
Herrmann  that  is  equally  as 
unnerving  as  the  Images  on  the 
screen,  Hitchcock’s  "Psycho" 
never  falls  to  surprise  its  audi¬ 
ence,  even  though  the  film's 
outcome  has  passed  Into  the  our 


pop  culture  subconscious,  where 
the  late  Anthony  Perkins  will 
forever  stalk  as  the  demented 
and  tortured  Norman  Elates. 

Asecond  Marx  Brothers  film, 
1935's  “A  Night  at  the  Opera," 
followed  on  February  24.  This 
film,  their  first  In  a  series  at 
MGM,  is  a  glossier  and  slicker 
affair  than  “Duck  Soup,"  but  It 
still  has  moments  to  treasure, 
dominated  by  the  famous  state¬ 
room  scene.  In  which  the  broth¬ 
ers,  without  Zeppo  this  time, 
pack  more  people  into  a  ship 
cabin  than  it  could  possibly  hold. 
Like  the  other  MGM  films,  "A 


Night  at  the  Opera"  is  not  as 
frantic  as  the  Marx  Brothers’ 
early  Paramount  frolics,  but  its 
script,  by  the  Marx  Brothers’ 
former  Broadway  collaborator 
George  S.  Kaufman,  still  pro¬ 
vides  enough  manic  attack  on 
upper  class  values  and  manners 
to  satisfy  the  team's  longtime 
fans  as  well  as  newcomers. 

The  final  film  of  the  Fine  Arts 
Film  Festival  will  be  Alfred  Hitch¬ 
cock's  "Dial  M  for  Murder."  It  will 
be  presented  on  March  3.  in  the 
auditorium,  and,  like  the  other 
films,  it  will  be  followed  by  dis¬ 
cussion  and  refreshments.

Spending  what  would  have 
been  James  Dean's  63rd  birth¬ 
day  In  the  late  actor's  home  town 
of  Fairmount,  Indiana  with  the 
world's  foremost  collector  of  origi¬ 
nal  Dean  memorabilia,  David 
Loehr,  was  an  absolutely  zombie 
experience. 

I  read  about  Loehr  In  1990 
when  he  removed  himself  to 
Fairmount  from  Manhattan,  New 
York,  to  open  The  James  Dean 
Gallery  In  a  renovated  funeral 
home  on  425  N.  Main  Street.  The 
James  Dean  Gallery  contains 
the  largest  collection  of  Dean 
relics  ever  amassed  Including 
clothing  the  actor  wore  In  films 
as  well  as  the  famous  flower  he 
painted  for  his  beloved  Fair- 
mount  High  School  drama  coach. 
Adeline  Nall.  Loehr,  who  lives  on 
The  Gallery’s  second  floor,  was 
the  photo  editor  on  Barney 
Hoskyns  1989  book,  James 
Dean,  Shooting  Star.  And  Loehr's 
name  appears  in  numerous 
books  about  James  Dean  which 
employ  photographs  from  his 
extensive  collection  In  their 
pages. 

After  spending  some  time 
alone  on  James  Dean's  farm, 
and  at  his  grave,  1  headed  for 
The  Gallery  where  I  finally  met 
the  eccentric  David  Ix>e hr  amidst 
the  glitzy  camp  of  his  seminal 
James  Dean  shrine.  I  found 
Loehr  to  be  an  Incredibly  vulner¬ 
able  and  sensitive  man  as  well 
as  being,  of  all  curious  things,  a 
Morrissey  lookallke.  Morrissey, 
the  English  recording  artist  and 
author  of  James  Dean  Is  Not 
Dead,  actually  thought  he  was 


James  Dean  at  one  point  ac¬ 
cording  to  anthropologist  Dr. 
James  F.  Hopgood,  of  Northern 
Kentucky  University,  who  Is 
currently  writing  a  book  on  the 
whole  posthumous  Dean  phe¬ 
nomenon. 

"Yeah,  I’ve  gotten  that  be¬ 
fore,"  Loehr  replied  when  asked 
If  anyone  else  had  commented 
on  his  resemblance  to  Morris¬ 
sey,  a  resemblance  far  too  un¬ 
canny  to  be  merely  coincidental 
given  the  two  men's  worldwide 
renown  as  James  Dean  fanatics. 
Loehr  and  Morrissey  seem  bio¬ 
logically  determined  by  their 
physiognomy  to  become  ob¬ 
sessed  with  James  Dean.  And 
when  I  told  Loehr  my  theory  he 
suddenly  uttered  a  “Cool!"  and 
ushered  me  into  his  office  re¬ 
plete  with  Natalie  Wood  and 
Shelley  Winters  biographies 
stacked  on  the  floor,  portraits  of 
James  Dean  on  the  walls  and 
musical  selections  from  Morris¬ 
sey  to  Patsy  Cline  In  the  record 
collection. 

Sitting  In  the  center  of  the 
worldwide  cult  surrounding 
James  Dean.  David  Loehr  and  I 
discussed  our  strikingly  similar 
childhoods  and  how  they  con¬ 
tributed  to  our  mutual  love  of 
James  Dean.  Loehr  said  that 
when  he  was  nine  his  father  died 
and  that  he  was  subsequently 
raised  by  his  grandmother.  Not 
so  coincidentally,  James  Dean 
was  nine  when  his  mother  died 
and  Jimmy  was  sent  to  live  on 
his  Uncle  Marcus  and  Aunt 
Ortense's  farm  In  Fairmount. 

What  precipitated  Loehr's 
disclosure  was  ihy  own  story  of 
having  been  adopted  by  my 


grandparents  and  how  being 
raised  by  blood  relatives  other 
than  my  biological  parents  put 
me  on  much  the  same  psycho¬ 
logical  footing  as  James  Dean. 
Like  Dean,  I  too  had  an  uncle 
with  a  farm  In  Indiana  although 
I  was  not  sent  there  (thank  God) 
to  live. 

Later,  at  the  James  Dean 
memorial  sockhop  In  Marion. 
Indiana,  where  the  actor  was 
bom  but  did  not  grow  up,  which 
he  did  In  Fairmount,  David  Loehr 
arrived  clad  in  a  black  leather 
Jacket  and  flowing  scarlet  tie  as 
the  escort  of  Dean's  favorite 
teacher,  Adeline  Nall,  who  Is 
credited  with  first  recognizing 
Jimmy  as  an  artist.  Loehr  was  so 
very  kind  to  introduce  me  to  the 


living  legend  who  proceeded  to 
tell  me  first  hand  stories  about 
drama  student  James  Dean  who 
was  In  her  words,  “A  good  stu¬ 
dent  though  different  from  the 
rest. ..quite  shy  and  inconspicu¬ 
ous." 

Loehr  also  Introduced  me  to 
the  anthropologist  Dr.  James  F. 
Hopgood  who  subsequently 
interviewed  me  for  the  book  he  is 
writing  on  “Deaners,"  his  term 
for  the  people  obsessed  with 
James  Dean. 

Some  of  the  sockhop’s  par¬ 
ticipants,  at  GTO's  ballroom  In 
the  Marion  Days  Inn.  resembled 
extras  from  the  “roadhouse" 
sequences  on  David  Lynch's 
Twin  Peaks.  “They're  something 
else,"  Loehr  said  of  this  set  of 


retrofifties,  avantgarde,  cine¬ 
matic  beings,  “some  of  them  are 
from  West  Virginia  where  they 
hang  out  at  a  diner  Patsy  Cline 
used  to  eat  at... that's  what  they 
do!" 

James  Dean's  Birthday 
Weekend.  February  67,  con¬ 
cluded  the  following  day  on 
Sunday  with  coffee,  cake  and 
punch  to  go  along  with  a  screen¬ 
ing  of  Dean's  first  motion  pic¬ 
ture,  East  Of  Eden,  at  the  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Building  in  Fairmount. 
James  Byron  Dean  would  have 
been  63  on  February  8,  1993, 
had  not  the  speed  demon  crashed 
his  silver  Porsche,  nicknamed 
“Little  Bastard."  en  route  to  enter 
an  autorace  In  Salinas,  Califor¬ 
nia,  on  September  30,  1955.
